Andover Address Is 
A Compulsory Thing 


From hundreds of post offices 


that stretch from Maine to the tip © 


of Long Island, from Niagara Falls 
on the Canadian border to the 
teeming boroughs of New York City 
come millions of letters all marked 
‘‘Andover, Mass.’’ 

In the next 12 days in bulging 
sacks of mail will come nearly 
five million more, They are fol- 
lowing more than six million that 
have already arrived at the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service Center on 
Lowell Street. 

These letters marked 
‘*Andover, Mass.’’ are from 11.9 
million tax payers throughout New 
England and New York who are 
filing their annual Federal income 
tax return more commonly known 
as Form 1040, 

And the majority of these tax- 
payers, an estimated 8.5 million, 
will not be paying the Internal 
Revenue any money. They will 
be receiving refunds that will total 
approximately $2 billion. 

Director Frank Browitt of An- 
dover, who is in charge of the 
Service Center, largest processing 
facility of its kind in the world, 

reveals that even though IRS is 
paying out $2 billion it’s not going 
in the red for it will have an 
accountability this year of some 
$41 billion. 

Aiding in the job of processing 
the 11.9 million Forms 1040 and 
seven million business and other

to decorate eggs in the Ukrainian 
style. Mrs. Myszewski, in addi- 
tion to demonstrating the 
techniques involved, was able to 
impart some of the interesting 
folk and religious lore connected 
with this tradition. 

The very intricate designs are 
drawn on egg in beeswax, by 
means of a special tool called a 
kistka, and dipped in successively 
deeper colored dye baths, withnew 
designs being added between each 
bath. When the egg is completed, 
the wax is melted off, and the 
brilliantly colored design comes 
to life. 

Sound hard? 

It isn’t!

The Ukrainians use the eggs 
or Pysanky as tokens of love and 
friendship and pr¢sent them to 
loved ones on Easter morning.

Archeological evidence indicates 
that such eggs were made in the 
Ukraine thousands of years before 
the Christian era, and that the 
technique of making them has re-

Flowering isn’t all a bed of roses 


In December, while we’re 
planning our holiday feasts, the 
current vintage of what will 
eventually become Sherry has 
stopped its angry fermentation 
and become wine. A decade or 
more of quiet slumber must 
pass before this year’s wine 
will grace our palates, awaken 
our taste buds, encourage our 
appetites, fill that small crevice 
left for dessert, or enhance the 
richness of evening conversa- 
tions as Sherry. 

The new wine is now care- 
fully evaluated, classified and 
separated. Those casks that 
seem to be developing into the 
pale, light Finos are separated 
from the darker, fuller bodied 
Olorosos and the coarse, rough 
wines with no promise are dis- 
tilled into brandy. Both style 
Wines are then fortified with 
brandy and left to develop 12 
to 18 months outside, withtheir 


bungs loosely fitted, in the 
courtyards of each shipper’s 
bodega (warehouse). 

Treated this way any other 
wine would certainly turn into 
vinegar; however, something 
very mysterious happens. — A 
beady, almost solid, yeast film 
forms and continues to grow 
sometimes covering the entire 
surface to almost a half aninch 
thick. Naturally occurring in 
only Andalusia in Spain and the 
Jura Mountains in France this 
flor (flowering) is responsible 
for Sherry’s delicacy, aroma, 
and nuttiness. 

During its tenure in the court- 
yard the wine is repeatedly 
tasted and further classified 
until the day it is brought back 
into the bodega to refrest a 
solera of the same style and 

uality.

Scheduled 


On Tuesday and Wednesday, 
April 18 and 19, from 1 to 4 
p.m. each day, the Andona 
Society will conduct its annual 
free pre-school vision screening 
at the Christ Church on Central 
St. in Andover. The program 
is jointly sponsored by the Mass- 
achusetts Society for the Preven- 
tion of Blindness and the Andover 
Board of Health. 

Mrs. Robert Muldoon will di- 
rect the program assisted by a 
group of Andona members all of 
whom have been trained by the 
Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness. 

Amblyopia, sometimes called 
‘‘lazy eye,’ is a condition of 
reduced or dim vision in an eye 
which appears to be normal. Left 
undetected it often causes 
blindness. However, it can be 
corrected if discovered early 
enough. 

Ideally every child should be 
visually screened before his fifth 
birthday. The sooner a child with 
this condition receives proper 
treatment the better are his 
chances of regaining normal 
vision. If a child’s performance 
during the screening program indi- 
cates that a vision problem may 
exist, the parents will be advised 
to arrange a professional eye 
examination. 

Children attending local nursery 
schools will be screened during 
the first two weeks in April. It 
is hoped that every pre-school 
child in Andover will be able to 
attend a screening session.

system master plan. 
The FinCom felt the updating 
could wait a few years, but Town 


. Manager J. Maynard Austin and 


Public Works Director Robert Mc- 
Quade spoke on its immediate need, 
due to growth of the town since the 
report was given the town in 1959, 

Mrs. Ann-Marie Schmidt of 
Wagon Wheel Road appealed to 
the town for an extension of town 
water to her residence. Mrs. 
Schmidt told of problems with her 
well being filled with manganese, 
salt and other chemicals and the 
inability to correct the problem. 

Abutters, who would be affected 
financially by the installation spoke 
in opposition as did the Finance 
Committee. FinCom ChairmanDr. 
Greenberg spoke of the article 
being private in nature and dis- 
played a signed document con- 
taining the names of abutters op- 
posed to the installation. 

The voters rejected the $35,000 
proposal.

‘which serves no useful purpose.” 

The study group chairman also 
recommended the continuance of 
the committee. 

The group had suggested that 
representative town meeting may 
be something for the town to con- 
sider in the future.

Next year there will be arevolu- 
tionary change in the language 
department at Andover High 
School. Instead of the traditional 
French 4 or Spanish 4 courses, 
elective courses will be offered.

With courses such as Handwrit- 
ten Analysis, French Literature, 
Spanish Technical Typing, and 
Spanish Civilization, a student will 
be motivated to learn because he 
can choose an area where he al- 
ready has an interest. 

All courses of this nature will 
be level 4 (Accelerated), yet some 
will be more difficult than others. 
A problem in this new program is 
that many students take French 3 
level 3 (college course) and will 
not have enough basic information 
to enter a level 4 course. It is 
advised that they take French 
Grammar-Culture level 4. This 
will give them the added knowledge 


that will make the other courses 
(like the 20th Century Novel or 
French Drama) easier for them, 
This prefered course and French 
Grammar - Composition - Con- 
versation are excellent prepara- 
tion for the French Achievement 
test. 

Previous performance will 
weigh heavily when a difficult 
course is being considered. 
Teacher recommendations will 
also play a large part. Though as 
in any subject, a student will 
learn as much as he puts into 
the course. 

This idea was thought of a few 
years ago. The English Depart- 
ment is on a similar program 
and some of their trial and er- 
rors were useful when consider- 
ing the foreign language format. 

Mr. Prince Ne that the 


program is not foolproof andthere 
are still problems to consider. 


However with the flexibility of 


the plan, success is evident.

Some Shawsheen residents 
handed out flyers noting opposition 
to the professional building at 
Haverhill and High street last Mon- 
day night, asking that the proposal 
be moved a short distance to be 
contained within the industrial 
area.

Committeeman Frank Hill added

He also 
questioned the goal of teaching 
students the rules of parenthood 
and child-rearing, 
was the school’s prerogative, and 
anyway, ‘‘if someone knew the 
rules, he wished that person would 
tell him.’? He also questioned 
whether it was the school’s place 
to place students in jobs. Dr. 
Seifert emphasized the importance 
of both the career and job-place- 
ment goals, saying he had worded 
the job-placement goal strongly 
to force the schools to educate 
students about different ‘‘job- 
families,’ and to interact with 
industry and business, and help 
students find jobs. Dr. Katz had 
reservations about getting students 
to commit themselves to career 
aims early, but said that exposure 
to different career fields was in- 
deed a necessary goal. Commit- 
teeman Lane suggested that the 
difficulties were partly semantic 
and suggested rewording some of 
the goals would be helpful. Griggs 
asked for evaluation of the five 
year goals. On the parenthood and 
child rearing goal, still without 
program, the committee and ad- 
ministration agreed that it would 
not be undertaken without com- 
munity discussion and concensus, 


Chairman King’s initial score- 
card of progress in the past three 
year's of Seifert’s administration 
included the following: Substantial 
progress in individualization of 
instruction; an inservice program 
that is among the state’s finest; 
improvement of the budget format, 
to make it easier to get facts and 
spot costs; the superintendent’s 
unceasing efforts at communica- 
tion with the media and public, 
aided, the chairman added, by 
excellent press coverage of the 


sense of the meetings; a success-

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Editorial Comment 


Merit Not Numbers 


For those deprived of sporting activity due to the base- 
ball players strike, Andover has a sporting alternative. 


The true machinations of democracy - town meeting 
which, in Andover, proceeds at a pace rivalled only by the 
slowest of snails, continues in an unfortunately similar 
athletic rivalry Monday night. 


For the past three weeks, voters of the community have 
been carving out some 1972 planning, financial and other- 
wise. 

The annual exercise will continue Monday night with 
some vital issues ultimately being decided basically in a 
manner similar to an athletic event, rather than for the 
good of the community. 

It amounts to one side winning on the basis of gathering 
sufficient numbers to offset the votes of the opposition, 
with little regard to the merits of an issue. 

Take, for instance, the issue, still to be resolved, re- 
garding the renovations of the Doherty and Shawsheen 
schools. 


There is little doubt that parents of children in both 
schools can muster sufficient support for the worthwhile 
expenditure of $60,000 for planning funds for renovating 


both buildings. 


Splitting of the article, to devote sums specifically to 
either school, or make it a preferential item, could produce 
a divided house, thus no planning funds at all; or success 
for the central part of town over the Shawsheen area, or 


vice versa. 


A dangerous thought, in that both schools are in dire 


need of attention. 


Fditorially, we have supported the proposal by a group 
of doctors to rezone land at Haverhill and High streets for a 
professional office building, a most worthwhile use of the 


particular parcel. 


The proposal should be judged as being meritorious for 
the town in general, providing a needed service to the 
community at a convenience to all, rather than being 
subjected to a numerical evaluation. 

Last Monday night, there was a general approval of the 
open town meeting for a government for Andover. 

If that consent is to be truly meaningful, then the elimina- 
tion of the numbers game should be of prime importance, 
and decision made based on merits of the issues, rather 
than the mustering of sufficient support, or, in essence, 
scoring more runs than the other team. 


Spring 


Spring has sprung as the old saying goes, and with it the 
inherent annual problems of ridding the countryside of the 
ravages of winter. 

Too, the season brings forth the monstrous machinery 
which will, following considerable inconvenience, produce 
new roadways, water lines, drainage installations, sewer 
pipes, etc.

As the street sweeper begins its rounds, under the direc- 
tion of the public works department, one must come to un- 
derstand that the vehicle and the manpower necessary to 
carry out its functions are limited in capacity. 

Thus, there is now reflection on particular areas of the 
town being dirtier or cleaner than others. It just means it

ant few throughout the Commonwealth in an exercise in 
futility, otherwise known as the Massachusetts Presidential 
Primary. 

Far be it for us to discourage the Democratic process, but 
this election has characteristically been chalked up as a 
most costly display of nonsense.

That’s Sen, Allan D. McKinnon’s 
comment as state legislators gird 
for their annual battle of the bill- 
boards. 

The Weymouth Democrat is 
chairman of the joint Committee 
on Commerce and labor, a group 
which backs a state law to give 
communities the right to bar all 
‘‘off-premise’’ commercial signs 
in accord with regular local zoning 
laws. 

The bill, whose supporters are 
eager to get to a vote and whose 
opponents want to delay to round 
up more legislative backing for 
their cause, would allow billboard 
= advertisers a two-year phase-out 

period to find other ways to get 
their message to the public. 

The legislature’s struggle over 

a billboard ban has been going on 
for ten years. Last year, after 
several months of maneuvering, 
voting reconsideration and 
amendations, a bill with what Sen. 
McKinnon calls a ‘‘crippling’’ 
= five-year phase-out period passed 
by one vote and was vetoed by 
Governor Francis Sargent. 
Sen. McKinnon says he has a 
‘fhang-up’’ about local control. 
‘*You have to respect the rights 
of the billboard industry,’’ he says. 
‘‘But the state shouldn’t be able 
to overrule any local zoning laws 
which ban billboards.” 


Billboard foes argue that the 
big signs constitute ‘‘visual pol- 
lution’’ while their advocates reply 
that they represent free enter- 
prise in a free society. 
Sen. McKinnon feels that an 
ecology-minded public will influ- 
ence lawmakers to pass the bill. 
‘*The time is coming,” he says. 
“If not this year, next year.” 
Whatever year a bill might pass, 
Governor Sargent still has to sign 
it. Will he? 
‘‘We still haven’t made up our 
mind, and we won’t have much to 
say until we see all the details,” 
says John Delaney, one of the 
governor’s legislative assistants. 
Last year, lawmakers over- 
whelmingly sustained the Govern- 
or’s veto of the five-year phase- 
out bill. 
The Governor’s office feels that 
ithe state’s Outdoor Advertising 
» Board is strong enough to handle 
billboard regulations. But the 
group is industry-controlled and, 
Sen. McKinnon feels, unlikely to 
provide much longterm controls. 
‘‘As long as Sargent’s in of- , 
fice, it’s fine,’? says the Sena- 
tor. ‘‘But we want it statutory.” 
If billboard supporters wintheir 
current legal argument, controls 
will either be statutory or non- 
existant. The industry contends 
that anti-billboard regulations are 
outside the Advertising Board’s

of many kinds of pitched or un- 


pitched drums, bone and metal 
contraptions, and so forth. Many 
of these come from primitive 
peoples - and some are really 
children’s toys, suth as rattles, 
whistles, and bird calls. (Hear 
Haydn’s) Jolly Toy Symphonys - 
as seasonable and joyant as the 
Christmas tree. Many such in- 
struments are merely rhythmic 
or noise making. Others are 
more or less pitch producing, and 
still others have become standard 
orchestral instruments, such as 
the triangle, chormatic tubular 
bells or chimes, and the glock- 
enspiel. Orchestras sometimes 
use electrical instruments of pitch 
producing valve, as carillons(bells 
played individually or operated 
from a key board), electric organs, 
vibrachords and keyboard glock- 
enspiels. Also heard are a wind 
machine (Strauss), a typewriter 
and sleigh bells (Anderson), and 
electric door bells (Antheil). 


The kettle-drums, or timpani, 
are the most important instru- 
ments of the percussion group. 
They are made of large copper 
kettles, with a five or six inch 
air pressure compensating hole at 
the. bottom and withthe top covered 
with a tightly drawn sheep or 
calf skin. They sound fairly defi- 
nite pitches (except the lowest 
tones), which are dependent upon 
the dampness of the membranes, 
their tautness, how the drumheadis 
struck, and the nature of the drum- 
stick head. The older type of 
timpani was tuned through a series 
of screws around the perimeter 
of the drumhead, which were 
tightened or loosened by hand - 
the tighter the skin, the higher the 
pitch. Extended rests had to be: 
given the drummer for changing 
pitches. The newer drums have 
foot pedals that accomplish this 
mechanically, enabling the tym- 
panist to perform a_ melodic 
passage or even a ‘‘glissando” 


‘in a comfortable tempo. An ex- 


cellent example of the use of the 
pedal timpani is found inthe begin- 
ning of Act Il of ‘‘Der Rosen- 
cavalier”? by Strauss. The timpani 
are used to produce a rhythmic 
effect; to define the meter and 
tempo; to help build upthe volume 
of sound rising to a climax; to 
create an atmosphere of suspense 
and mystery; to sustain a pitched 
pedal point; or to arouse a sense 
of impending doom. Even three 
or four tone chords performed by 
several players are possible, as 
heard in the ‘‘Symphonie Fan- 
tastique’’ by Berlioz. Usually two 
to four timpani are used in a 
large orchestra - large drums 
capable of sounding from C-2 to 
A-2, and from F-2 to C-1, with 
a few tones added to either ex- 
treme, and smaller ones playing 
from C-1 to F-1, and from D-1 
to G-1. At times, especially made 
higher or lower pitched drums are 
used. Sometimes a large number 
of timpani are called for, as in 
the ‘‘Tuba Mirum’’ portion of Ber- 
lioz’s Requiem, which used 
sixteen.

their returns processed by May 
31. 

This year the deadline for filing 
is April 17 because the usual 
date April 15 falls on a Satur- 
day. IRS hopes taxpayers will 
not wait until the last minute to 
file but if this year is similar 
to past years some 3.5 million 
returns will arrive at the Center 
in huge vans on April 15 - 16 - 
17 and 18. 

Returns bearing a postmark of 
April 17 will be accepted as timely 
filed. Some returns filed on that 
date in Buffalo and other faraway 
places will not arrive at the Center 
for two or three days. 

During the course of the year 
the name ‘‘Andover, Mass.’’ 
pears on approximately 32 million 
pieces of mail. While IRS receives 
millions of envelopes it also mails 
out millions. Last December, for 
instance, 11 million Forms 1040 
were mailed from the Service 
Center to taxpayers. They con- 
tained name labels whichwill allow 
IRS to process the return speedily 
if the taxpayer used it. 
While millions of returns come 


from distant points, hundreds, of 
course, come from the town of 
Andover. These are brought to 
the Service Center within hours of 
mailing and processing started.

saw when I served in Vietnam and 
because of what I saw when I 
returned to this country.”’ 

‘In Vietnam I saw that a war 
can destroy the life and spirit 
of acountry. AndI have seen that 
the problems here at home which 
we face as veterans are destroying 
the life and spirit of this country. 

‘‘Just as I have spoken out 
against this war and fought to end 
it, now I am going to speak out 
and fight to end those problems 
which keep the promise of Amer- 
ica unfulfilled.’’ 

Kerry, whose family lives in 
Groton, was a commander of a 


Swift Boat patrol in the Mekong 
Delta and received the Silver Star, 
the Bronze Star, and three Purple 
Hearts. 

After his release fromthe Navy, 
Kerry won national acclaim last 
year for histestimony in opposition 
to the war before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
During the past year, Kerry has 
written a book The New Soldier, 
and travelled to 35 states speaking 
to students, businessmen, labor 
unions, and other groups about the 
war, the troubles of veterans, and 
other contemporary problems.

The Revival Of Rabbit Pond 


The ecological revival of Rabbit 
Pond, near the center of town 
off Chapel Avenue, is being under- 
taken by The Laclies Benevolent 
Society, the faculty wives’ organi- 
zation of Phillips Academy. 

The Society plans a Silent Auc- 
tion for the morning of Thursday, 
May 4, at Peabody House to raise 
money for the dredging, deepening 
and restocking of Rabbit Pond. 
The faculty wives seek community 
support through donations of items 
of interest, and attendance at the 
sale, to make their ecology project 
feasible. 

Rabbit Pond has been called a 
‘‘town and gown’’ resource, en- 
joyed through the years by towns- 
people and their youngsters as 
well as PA students and faculty. 


The pond situated just beyond 
the Andover Inn at the end of 
Chapel Avenue, or off Judson Road, 
has slowly filled up with silt and 
fine sand as a result of storm 
drainage over the years. PA 
Biologist Thomas Cone states 
that it has become so shallow and 
murky from the sediment that it 
now barely can support a few 
aquatic plants and stunted catfish, 

The Benevolent Society’s plan 
is to have the pond dredged and 
made deeper, removing the muck 
and installing a simple means of 
filtering intake water to prevent 
recurrence of the pond’s basic 
problem, 


According to Mrs. Frank Eccles, 
the current president, the 
Benevolent Society aims to stock 
the pond with a more interesting 
variety of fish and other aquatic 
life which a deepened pond would 
be able to support. The U.S, Soil 
Conservation Service has assisted 
with advice for wildlife stocking, 
and for eventual plantings to pro- 
vide berries and seeds that at- 
tract ducks and other birds. One 


purpose is to make the pond an 
interesting habitat for the 
scientific observation of PA 
science classes and also the 
elementary school science classes 
which make field trips to Rabbit 
Pond. 

Rabbit Pond was originally 
known as ‘‘Trustees’ Pond,’”’ and 
it served as this town’s fire pro- 
tection when, in 1886, pipes brought 
the water down to 16 hydrants in 
the village. It has always served 
as the in-town natural skating rink 
for Andover’s youngsters, and isa 
site where the local Tom Sawyers 
catch tadpoles in the spring, sit in 
the sun and fish, and launch their 
rafts in balmier weather. 
‘‘Benevie” hopes to restore 
good fishing exclusively for non-. 
licensed and child fishermen. 

Co-chairmen of the Rabbit Pond 
Silent Auction are Mrs. Carroll 
Bailey and Mrs. Thomas Cone. 
Mrs. Simeone Hyde, Jr. is in 
charge of contributions. They see 
the Silent Auction as a ‘‘fun oc- 
casion,” for participants, with 
the probability of bringing home a 
choice item, all to help improve 
the ecology of Rabbit Pond.
